The undersigned, memliers of the committee.
do respectfully report, that we saw the two Safes
originally agreed upon by t nrrels & Herring and
bvana It v atson, placed aula by nlo in a fur
r.ace, viz : The Safe inusc by the Paymaster of
tne I'ltilnilelphia and ltcadmg Railroad Uompn
ny, in his otTire at Reading, manufactured by
r arrets 6c Herring, and the Safe in use by H
ji. i.aniz, in ins store, manuiuclurcd uy I.vans
&. Watson, and put in books and paper precisely
alike.

The'fire was started at 8J o'clock. A. M.. and
kept up until four cords of green Jiickory, two
cords dry oak and hnlfchcsnut top wood were
entirely consumed, the whole under tho aupcrin
lendence of the subscribers, members of the Coin
mil'.re. The Safea were then cooled off with
water, after which they were opened, and the
books and papers taken out by tho Committee
and sent to 11. A. I, antra store for public exam
ined and marked by the Committee. The books
and papers taken from '.he Safe manufactured
ny Farrels Herring were in our judgment.
